1 . OUR COMMENTS ON THE AGENDA GIVEN IN REFERENCE C FOR 
THE 4-6 MAY 76 MEETING OF THE GROUP ON FORCE DATA 
MANAGEMENT AND ANALYSIS (FDMA) ARE EURNISHED BELOW. 

2. THE US CONTINUES TO HAVE RESERVATIONS ON THE S.A.S. 
PROPOSAL EOR DESIGN OF THE NEW EORCE PLANNING DATA BASE 
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(FPDB) ESPECIALLY SINCE FINAL DECISION SHOULD TAKE INTO 
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ACCOUNT NOT ONLY THE TYPE OR SIZE OF COMPUTER TO BE 
UTILIZED, BUT MORE IMPORTANTLY THE DESIRED CATEGORIZATION 
OF DATA ELEMENTS. FOR THE NEXT MEETING, WE RECOMMEND A 
SHIET IN EMPHASIS TO DISCUSSION OF DATA ELEMENTS WITH 
PARTICULAR EOCUS ON UNIT TYPES, UNIT EQUIPMENT AND 
PERSONNEL, I.E., PARAGRAPHS 5.1 AND 5.2 OF REFERENCE B. 
HOPEFULLY, THIS DISCUSSION WILL ALSO PROVIDE INSIGHT 
TOWARD THE DEVELOPMENT OF A MORE EEFICIENT DATA BASE 
DESIGN. 

3. THEREFORE, WE RECOMMEND THAT ITEM VII OF REFERENCE 
C BE CHANGED TO READ AS EOLLOWS: 

VII. REDESIGN OF NATO FPDB

2. SYSTEM REQUIREMENTS 

4. THERE IS A GREAT NEED IN MBFR AND FORCE ANALYSES TO 
DESCRIBE FORCE ELEMENTS IN A COMPARABLE WAY RATHER THAN 
ACCORDING TO INDIVIDUAL SERVICE AND NATIONAL TRADITIONS. 
ELEMENTS SHOULD BE CATEGORIZED ACCORDING TO EUNCTION. 
FOR EXAMPLE, ALL UNITS HAVING AN ANTI- AIR EUNCTION 
REGARDLESS OF SERVICE SHOULD BE INCLUDED IN THE SAME 
CATEGORY. WITH THIS IN MIND, THE FOLLOWING RECOMMENDED 
CHANGES TO REFERENCE B ARE OFFERED: 

A.5.I.4. UNIT CATEGORY CODE: DELETE ALL DATA ITEMS AND 
SUBSTITUTE QTE FIREPOWER DELIVERY UNQTE AND QTE OTHER 
UNQTE. 

REASON: THE DISTINCTION BETWEEN COMBAT, COMBAT SUPPORT, 
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AND SERVICE SUPPORT UNITS VARIES AMONG SERVICES, NATO 
COMMANDS AND NATIONS. MANY TIMES THE DISTINCTION IS 
TIED TO TRADITIONS OR POLITICAL FACTORS RATHER THAN 
MILITARY JUDGMENT. IT HAS BEEN OUR EXPERIENCE THAT 
ANALYSTS UNIQUELY DEFINE THESE CATEGORIES DIEFERENTLY 
ACCORDING TO THE PURPOSE OF THE STUDY. IT IS NOT CLEAR 
THAT THE NFPDB IS THE PROPER VEHICLE TO ATTEMPT SUCH 
CATEGORIZATION. IT IS DOUBTFUL THAT IT COULD EASILY BE 
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ACHIEVED, THAT THE RESULTS OF THE WORK WOULD BE 
UNIVERSALLY ACCEPTED, OR THAT THE DEFINITIONS COULD BE 
APPLIED CONSISTENTLY THROUGH THE FORCES. THOSE UNITS 
THAT PLACE FIRES ON THE ENEMY ARE EASIEST TO DISTINGUISH 
FROM ALL OTHERS. ALSO, THIS PARTITION IS OF MOST 
INTEREST TO WAR GAMERS AND FORCE ANALYSTS.

TIONAL LEVEL. (SEE ACE DIRECTIVE NO. 80-20, 15 SEPT 75). 

REASON: CLARITY 
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(D) 5.2. EQUIPMENT CODES - CHANGE SUBDIVISIONS TO: 

5.2.1. GROUND EQUIPMENT, 5.2.2. SEAFARING EQUIPMENT, 

5.2.3. AIR EQUIPMENT AND PUT PERSONNEL UNDER SEPARATE 
CATEGORY, E G., 5.5. PERSONNEL. 

REASON: EQUIPMENT SHOULD BE CATEGORIZED BY FUNCTION IN 
ORDER TO ASSURE COMPARABILITY ACROSS SERVICE AND NATIONAL 
LINES, E.G., SAM MISSILES SHOULD BE AGGREGATED TOGETHER 
WHETHER OR NOT THEY BELONG TO ARMY, AIR EORCE OR MISSILE 
DEFENSE EORCES. 

PERSONNEL SHOULD BE TREATED SEPARATELY. (SEE NEXT 
COMMENT).

5.2.3.2.I., AND 5.2.2.3.I. PERSONNEL - COMBINE UNDER ONE 
CATEGORY, 5.5 AND REPLACE PROPOSED SUBDIVISIONS WITH THE 
FOLLOWING: MILITARY, PARAMILITARY AND CIVILIANS. 

REASON: PERSONNEL AGGREGATIONS SHOULD BE THE SAME FOR 
ALL FORCES. MORE DETAILED BREAKOUT IS NOT NEEDED FOR 
FORCE PLANNING. COST OP PROVIDING MORE DETAILED DATA IS 
GREAT IN COMPARISON TO ITS UTILITY.

REASON: PISTOLS HAVE LITTLE IMPACT ON FORCE CAPABILITIES.

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REASON: GRENADE LAUNCHERS ARE IDENTIEIED SEPARATELY IN 
WAR GAMES. 

(G) 5.2.1. 1.3. FIRED ARTILLERY - NO CHANGE. 

(H) 5.2.1. 1.4. MORTARS -ADD "MAN PORTABLE" SUBDIVISION. 
REASON: SIGNIEICANT QUANTITIES ARE NEITHER TOWED OR SELF 
PROPELLED.

THESE VEHICLES GREATLY APPECTS EORCE CAPABILITIES.

REPLACE "PIELD ENGINEERING EQUIPMENT" AND "SPECIAL 
ENGINEERING VEHICLES" SUBDIVISIONS WITH "MINE LAYING/ 
REMOVAL EQUIPMENT." REASON: REDUCE ITEMS TO ONLY THAT 
WHICH IS SIGNIEICANT POR EORCE ANALYSIS.
